SOME FACTS. 



There are thirty eight counties 
in Kentucky in which the percen- 
tage of illitorate white voters is 
twenty or more, and in three it is 
thirty five. 

In 1900 the whole number of ill- 
iterate white voters in Kentucky 
was 65 517, a number at least 
twice the size ot the largest plural- 
ity in a state election in recent 
j ears. 

The rural school census (white) 
is a little over 87 per cent of the 
whole school census of the State. 
There is scarcely fifty percent of 
the childreu of school age in Ken- 
tucky in any school. What can b-i 
done to put more children into the 
rural district schools, to provide 
them with longer terms, better 
school houses, better roads to 
travel on and better teachers? The 
present law permits any county to 
vote a tax in better support of the 
public schools. Not a single 
county in the State is now using 
that privilege. Mason county has 
a special county tax but it was not 
secured under the present State 
Law. 

According to the last report of 
the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, there are only 520 
white districts out of a total 7895 
that have a tax to lengthen the 
term or increase the salary. 

The present term of the rural^ 
school in Kentucky is only onq 
haadrad and twenty days.
